A MONUMENTAL MURDERER; 

The common house-fly destroys thou¬ 
sands of lives annually; he is the 
world’s monumental murderer; 
causes more deaths than war, more 
suffering than famine and more sorrow 
than any other detescible agency upon 
the globe. He is as energetic as a bee, 
and as poisonous as the yenom of a 
viper. He is conceived in filth, and he 
comes into the world a revolting, wig¬ 
gling maggot, soon donning gauzy 
wings and going out upon his rampage 
of destruction. 

Manure heaps, damp cellars, and all 
contaminated places are incubators 
where thousands of these pests \ are 
hatched daily. But more especially does 
the fly find his haven in manure heaps. 
He finds there every ingredient of foul¬ 
ness—a variety of filth that suits his 
habits and tastes. Therefore, lime 
should be sprinkled over these heaps 
each day, and the manure should be 
hauled away and scattered each week. 

The fly carries the typhoid germ, and 
plants it in our food. He boldly comes 
into the unscreened kitchen or dining 
room, lousy with disease germs. A 
single fly becoming contaminated with 
typhoid fever germs may bring the 
disease into a community and inoculate 
a dozen people. 

Screens cost very little, and, inas¬ 
much as they~are life-savers, every 
family should have them, even if the 
young lady of the house must do with¬ 
out her Merry Widow hat. 

Typhoid fever is-distinctly a filth dis¬ 
ease. An epidemic of typhoid fever, if 
not a disgrace to the community, indi¬ 
cates that there are some filthy people 
living in that community—at least one 
.filthy person. Sanitation in our homes 
and around our premises counts for lit¬ 
tle If we are surrounded by unsayitary 
conditions. One person indifferent to 
filth may inoculate an entire communi¬ 
ty with disease If you know of any 
such person report the case to the 
Board of Health.

CIRCUIT COURT 
IN SESSION. 

As Usual the Dockets Are Lights 
and No Important Cases 
Are to Be Tried. 

The May term of the Washington 
Circuit Court was qtnvened by Judge 
I. H. Thurman Monday morning. The 
charge to the grand jury was the first 
business transacted and as usual the in¬ 
structions were firm and impressive. 
Judge Thurman stated that he believed 
in any legitimate organization which 
the farmer could periect and by which 
they could protect themselves and ad¬ 
vance their interests, and that such or¬ 
ganizations were not only not in con¬ 
flict with the anti-trust laws but were 
expressly permitted by the laws of this 
State. He stated that he did not be¬ 
lieve that the Society of Equity was re¬ 
sponsible for the outrages committed in 
this State, nor for the few depreda¬ 
tions committed in this county, but 
that he wanted the matter investigated 
and the guilty parties apprehended if 
possible. Judge Thurman explained the 
liquor laws and told the grand jury that 
it was their duty to indict whenever 
the law had been violated, regardless 
of what their opinion may be on the 
subject. The charge as to other of¬ 
fences was about as usual, attention 
being called to gambling, carrying con¬ 
cealed deadly weapons, etc.

you can pardon the acceptor of a chal¬ 
lenge and condemn the sender. By 
that barbarous code he who was charg- 
with an infamous offense could not 
clear his skirts by proving its falsity. 
To prove the charge false and to fall 
to resent it was to aggravate the im¬ 
putation of cowardice, in that day 
more odious than vice or crime. The 
same perverted public opinion which 
necessitated the acceptance forced the 
sending of a challenge.” 

Could a retort be more conclusive? 
If Hamilton wa3 a martyr of the bar¬ 
barous code when he accepted, it nec¬ 
essarily follows that Burr was also a 
lartyr when it required him to send 
te challenge. 

Those fond of the brilliant, the or- 
ste. the exuberant, the splendid, can 
find it in these passages with which 
Stanley closed his speech: 

"For centuries neither the telescope 
astronomer nor the researches 
of science could solve the mystery of 
that misty light, that glimmering gos¬ 
samer encircling the brow of night; 
at last the spectrum revealed in this 
nebula tinhorn worlds, held in a shim¬ 
mering gauze; revolving masses of in¬ 
candescent gas. cooling through the 
passing cycles of time, growing denser 
without, shrinking within, forming 
smoky concentric circles, a whirling 
luminous fog. congealing into molten 
rings drawn by their own gravity Into 
globes, and these spinning 
spheres shaped bv the plastic hand of 
Divinity like clay upon a potter's 
wheel. Into planets and their satel- 
<itcs. new solar systems, swinging for 
the first time into their orbits In the 
trackless, fathomless depths above. 
Thus God peoples the heavens with 
radiant worlds. 

“1 have fancied that those daring 
bands of exiles, forgotten by one world 
and lost in the dark wilds of another, 
living and dving in ignorance of the 
mighty destiny of their children's chil¬ 
dren. conscious only that they were 
free—I have fancied that He. ‘with 
whom a thousand years are as a day 
or a watch in the night when it is 
passed.' saw an unborn and puissant 
nation through all the mists of mis¬ 
ery, jK-rsecution and death, through 
which succeeding generations passed, 
first to independence, then to the mas¬ 
tery of the land and sea. 

"In the vast womb of the wilderness 
the colonies took form, though vary¬ 
ing in their orbits and splendor, but 
they differed only *aa one star differs 
from another star In glory.’ In the 
hour of destiny each found its own 
place about the great central power, 
to which, like the planets, they were 
eternally bound, yet forever separate. 
The fathers. I declare to you. heard 
the voice of God when they covered 
tills continent with stares, even as the 
heavens are bespangled with stars. 

“The same peril awaits the star and 
the state. The state dissevered from 
her sisters is lost, even as a planet 
wrenched from its moorings, comet- 
like. becomes the waudering vagrant 
of the skies. 

"Either, drawn by the compelling 
gravity of a central force into its 
mighty vortex, is annihilated by the 
power which should have been the 
source of light and life. 

"From the chaos of disunion and the 
wreck of centralization may he who 
ordained long preserve this constella¬ 
tion of states. 

"Let no new Hamilton arise to dis¬ 
turb or destroy their exquisite bal 
ance—harmonious., distinct, indissolu 
bit. they shall remain eternal as the 
revolving stars." 

For years and years the dogmatism 
of Hamilton's eulogists has dominated 
American public thought. I only wish 
that Owsley Stanley would take time 
to elaborate this splendid speech of 
his and offer it to some leading maga¬ 
zine. it would carry confusion iu'o 
every Hamilton camp, and shake the
